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On April 15, 1972, BRUCE FARRELL and JIM HAliE, in 
jungle fatigues, accompanied by a male teenager, distributed 
copies of an anti-war leaflet at the Dadeland Shopping Center, 
South Miami. It was indicated in the leaflet that further 
information could be had by writing: "Vietnam Veterans Against 
the War, c/o Center For Dialogue, 2175 N.W. 26th Street, Miami, 
Florida, PH. 247-2148". There was no demonstration, no 
incidents or arrests. FARRELL and HALE advised a Dade County 
Public Safety Department (DCPSD) Deputy that later the same day 
they would distribute leaflets at the Westland Shopping Center, 
Hialeah. 

The Center For Dialogue uses facilities on the ^ 
property of St. John's Lutheran Church. Under the dir- 
ection of Rev. OLSON the center tends to serve as 
"neutral ground" for encounters among persons 
unlikely to get together elsewhere; examples would 
be homosexuals, black militants, clergymen, young 
adults, civic leaders and people in political 
tension, according to Rev. OLSON.

The above three individuals were joined about an 
hour later by two middle-aged women who brought with them 
and distributed leaflets containing the identical message 
as that being distributed by the three males except that their 
leaflets invited readers to contact: "Miami Branch, Women's 
International League for Peace and Freedom (WILPF) , 3005 Bird 
Avenue, Miami, Florida". The women continued distributing their 
leaflets following the departure, after approximately an hour 
and a half, of the three males.

On May 29, 1972, Memorial Day, the VVAW - Greater 
Miami, assisted by WAW members from Broward County, passed 
out anti-war leaflets at the Westland Shopping Center.

C. Plans for Democratic and Republican Conventions 

On February 24, 1972, Miami Snowplow held its 
regular weekly meeting at the Center for Dialogue, Miami. 
These meetings are open to the public and are attended by 
local police representatives and public officials, as well 
as by representatives of the Snowplow component groups. At 
this meeting, the local WAW was represented for the first 
time, by BRUCE FARRELL. FARRELL said that Convention 
marshals would be recruited from the local WAW, whose 
membership he furnished as "2,000-3,000". FARRELL indicated 
that no contact from the national VVAW organization has been 
made. 




At the March 9, 1972 Miami Snowplow meeting it was 
decided that the specific assignment for the local WAW group 
would be to provide security around the medical tent when 
that tent is set up on Miami Beach.

The Vietnam Veterans Against the War (VVAW) 
was founded in the spring of 1967 by six 
young Vietnam veterans in New York City. 

At the beginning of 1968, with 600 members, 

VVAW opened a national office, founded 
the first GI newspaper, "Vietnam GI , " and 
sent close to 500 veterans into the 
McCarthy campaign to beat down the red 
baiters. After getting gassed at the 
Democratic convention at Chicago and caught 
in the general "down" of the peace movement, 
VVAW was nearly inactive until the mora- 
toriums in the fall of 1969. Members of 
VVAW led student strikes on major campuses 
across the countrv and battled Veterans 
Administration Hospital authorities 
over theats to throw amputee Vietnam 
veterans out for signing anti-war petitions. 

At present, membership of the VVAW, nationally, 
consists of 8,500 members.

The VVAW was founded in the airing of 1967 , by six 
young Vietnam veterans in New York City. At the beginning of 
1968, with 600 members, VVAW opened a national office, founded 
the first GI newspaper, " Vietnam GI," and sent close to 500 
veterans into the McCarthy campaign to beat down the red baiters 
After getting gassed at the Democratic convention in Chicago 
and caught in the general "down” of the peace movement, VVAW 
was nearly inactive until the moratoriums in the fall of 1969. 
Members of VVAW led student strikes on major campuses across 
the country and battled Veterans Administration Hospital 
authorities over threats to throw amputee Vietnam veterans 
out for signing anti-war petitions. At present, membership 
of the VVAW, nationally, consists of 8,500 members.
